Were awarded to winners in a “Liter- 
ary Contest,” in which 745 students 


competed; of these 71 
public and 36. 

schools, yet

There was of 745 Essays re- 
ceived, divided ag follows: Paroch 
School children submitted 35 essa 
and the Public School children sub- 
mitted 710. Of the total number sub- 
mitting essays, the Parochial School 
children represent only .047 per cent, 
while the Public Schools represent the 
large percentage of .963 per cent. 
Taking the classes in which we 
competed, we won 50 per cent of 
the prizes. Our Catholic pupils, .257 
per cent of those competing, won 
Prizes as against .012 per cent of the 
Public School children who competed. 


In the grades there was a fotal of 
tighteen prizes awarded. The Cath- 
dlic School winning nine and the Pub- 
lc School winning nine. The «total 
Monetary value of the prizes won was, 
Catholic $42.00, Public School $38.00. 

The second prize in the High School 
and the second prize in the Fourth 
Grades were awarded to pupils who 


are from Catholic families, but who 
attend Public School. 


As to the method of awarding the 
prizes, the essays were all passed up 
on by each judge privately in their 
own residence and after each had 
passed they were marked, and for 
warded to the next judge, who also 
marked them, and after all had passed 
upon them they were finally marked 
by the chairman.
